THE BATTLE IM, CENTRAL ASIA. 
London, Sept. 29.—The foliowing dispatch 
has beea received from St. Petersburg giving 
the Russian account of the battle at Geok-Tepe 
between the Russian expeditionary forces and 
the Tekke-Turcomans: 

“Intelligence bas been received from Beurma 
that during a reconnoissance near Geok-Tepe on 
the With of August the Russians encountered 
large masses of Tekke-Turcomans, strongly in- 
trenched, who made a desperate resistance. The 
Russians for six hours cannonaded a position 
occupied by 30,000 Tekke-Turcomans. In the 
evening the Russians obtained possession of the 
outer intrenchments, and at night the enemy 
fied, losing several thousands. The Russians 
lost seven officers and 178 soldiers killed, and 
sixteen officers and 234 soldiers wounded.”’ 

This is the same battle which was reported in 
the dispatcn from Simla on the d. That dis- 
patch stated the Russians were defeated with a 
loss of 700 killed, and were falling back on 
Mermeau. 


AFGHANISTAN, 
THE AMEER’S HONESTY. 
London, Sept. 29.—There is very general dis- 
trust of the conduct of the Ameer during the 
Cabul outbreak, but, as he has now come toour 
camp, he hes given material guarantee for his 
future good behavior. The gates of Cabul are 
closed, apparently with the vague idea that the 
British are close at hand. The Times points to 
the fact that Douad Shah, being alive and at the 
British camp, confirms the suspicions of the 
Ameer’s insincerity, as he, in a dispatch to the 
indian Government at the time of the outbreak, 
stated that Douad had been killed while eudeav- 
oring to quiet the rebels. 
DIFFERENT VIEWS. 

SLA, Sept. 20.—Many persons here regard 
the Ameer’s arrival in the British camp asa 
move on his part to foster the belief that he is 
innocent of all complicity in the murder of the 
British Envoy at Cabul. On the other hand, the 
officials express confidence in his entire inno- 


cence. 
The advance of the British forces continues. 


The Ameer accompanies the troops. It is ex- 
pected that the column will arrive before Cabul 
Wednesday next. Resistance is unlikely. Sir 
Frederick Roberts bas received instructions to 
issue a manifesto to the Afghan people that the 
British army advances on Cabul to avenge the 
treachery to the British Envoy; that the peace- 
able inhabitants will not be molested, but, if 
opposition is offered, those persons with arms 
in their hands will be treated as enemies. Non- 
combatants, women and children, are advised to 
withdraw to a place of safety.

BALLOONING. 


Two St. Louls Aeronauts. Causing Their 
„ Friends Great Anxiety.

Sr. Louis, Sept. 20,—At5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon Prof. Wise, the veteran seronaut, 
started on a balloon trip from Lindell Park, the 
purpose being to take some observations as to the 
perpetaal eastern currents, which he has some 
theories about. The expense of the trip is borne 
by a railroad company and a clothing house as a 
matter of advertisement. George Burr, Teller 
of the St. Louis National Bank, and brother of 
the President of that institution, accompanied 
the Professor. To-night a very serjous degree of 
anxiety is felt in this city as to the safety of these 
two explorers. The intention of the Professor 
was to effect a landing about daybreak to-day, 
and he was to telegraph to friends here at the 
earliest possible moment.

The balloon was only 
partially inflated when it went up, owing to’a 
violent wind which was prevalent at that time, 
and the opinion of experts was that it could 
hardly carry the two men throughout the night. 
Moreover, in its swaying it snapped a large 
nuggper of strands of the network shortly before 
starting, and. when it arose the car caught in 
a tree, and beld so strongly as to break some 
large branches. This, it is feared, caused mis- 
chief to the apparatus. That a severe gale of 
wind was experiet.ced was evident when the bal- 
loon reached a hight of a mile, for it suddenly 
doubled in its course agd sca eastward at a 
terrific „ which soon carried it out of 
sight.

The Proper Kind of an Order Drawn Up 
to Make It a Test Case. 


The case of Peter J. Dunne, the member of 
the First Regiment I. N. G. who was fined by 
Judge Baroum for contempt, again came up in 
the Criminal Court yesterday. Mr. Gregory, 
counsel for Dunne, addressed the Court as 
follows: 


Your Honor saw fit to im a fine of $50 
upon Peter J. Dunde, the militiaman, Saturday 
for contempt in — $0 serve as à juror, 
and your Honor was gracious enough to remark 
in so doing that vou did not understand that 
either Mr. Dunne or bis counsel actually in- 
tenfled any contemptof the authority of this 
Court; but that the object of the proceeding 
was to make a test case to carry to a superior 
tribunal for ultimate decision upon the validity 
of thestatute krant ing exemption from jury 
duty to the members of the Illinois National 
Guard, i. e., the validity of such exemption, for 
that is the precise question, involved iu this pro- 
ceeding. 1 acknowledge tat such is the inten- 
tion of this ; and that, in order to 
carry the question to the higher court, no 
technical point should de _ intruded to 
this case to permit the case to de de- 
cided by the Court above on a ground 
for reversing the decision of your Honor im- 
poring 2 See a fine, wee involving the question sought 

raised. I therefore move, your Honor. 
that the record in this case be made up in such 
& way as to show the facts of this case, and yet 
not intrude a vitiating technicality into the 
record. I have drawn up the recital and orders 
as it is proper to have them appear, and coincide 
with the facts. 

Naturally, this peculiar case interesta the 
— and we are all public officers and serv- 

and are bound to a duty towards the pub- 
lie in this; asin all other affairs that concern 
—— and police relations peculiarly, and, 
reason of this interest, the pubiic have care- 
fully watched every step of this case, and have 
watched it from anxiety lest something should

It is alleged that the Judge before whom I 
have the honor of appearing is averse toa A 
view of this decision and afraid of a reversal 
and is by inaction permitting the case to go off 
on some side issue. It is also alleged that the 
Judge has directed the Clerk not to have Mr. 
Dunne’s name drawn on a jurv, in order to 
dodge the issue. It is alleged now that the fine 
is imposed in such a manner as not to permit 
the question to be raised. It is said that 
Dunne’s counsel hare so managed the case as to 
let the Judge down easily from an erroneous de- 
cision. These allegations are not true. These 
unjust insinuations 1 am happy torepel. I 
know I speak in the presence of a fearless, bold, 


and impartial Judge, one of known ability to 


give a reason for his judgments, and cour- 
ageous in maintaining them against all slanders 
aud imputations of motives unworthy to move 
a Judge. I wien to demonstrate that the impa- 
tience aud zeal of the public is the only ground 
of such imputations, and * 2 — as o- 
curred or will occur in this to justify the 
suspicions thut ventilated. 

i koow your Honor is truly desirous, and 
boldly in earnest, in the wish to have a case 
presented to the highest tribunal in the Unitea 
States to 1 on the power of the Legisla 
ture of State to limit or deny 
the — of peaceable citizens to 
keep aud bear arms, and parade and drill 
in the military exercises without the necessity 
of procuring the leave of the Executive of the 
State for tne enjoyment of such an alleged 
right on the part of citizens. 1 know this. 1 
know that such a case will be made, and that it 
has the approbation and support of your Honor; 
and that r Honor wishes further that it 
shoula be ued and presented to the Supreme 
Court in the ablest maonerior the support of 
the statute, and combated by able counsel in 
support of the views already announced from 
this honorable bench in denial of the validity of 
the statute. | 

I am further moved to say that the case of 
Dunoe does not fully present such a case, and 
that I do not clearly see how it can ever go to 
the Supreme Court of the United States; but, 
nevertheless, it is a real case in court, and the 
public interest requires that it should go 
to the Supreme Court of this State ior a decis- 
ion of the minor question of the right of ex- 
empuon from j duty of the members of the 
Illinois National Guard. It is but simple jus- 
tice to say that your Howtor will cheerfully aid 
this very proper purpose of the noe case. 

But a decision of the Supreme Court of Il 
nois in support of the statute would vot be a 
finality, except so far as the administration and 
course of-justice in our courts is concerned, un- 
til the United States Supreme Court reverse tne 
decision, but to that extent it is of great im- 
portance. Men must know speedily whether 
they are compellable to jury duty while also 
yielding military service, and I am employed to 
raise and present that question for determina- 
tion. 

Your Honor’s immediate action in this matter 
is 1 as an act of justice to yourself, and 
of justice to the public. 1 declare sincerely I 
thiok your Honor too independent and too im- 
partial to permit anything that will disappoint 
the ex tion of raising the precise point. I 
have no sympathy with that spirit which throws 
out aspersions on the motives of Judges in the 
discharge of their offices. ‘The statute fixes the 
penalty as a fine not over $100. I do not see 
that even if disposed your Honor could imprison 
Mr. Dunue. I move that the record be made up. 

JUDGE BARNUM 


commented somewhat upon the remarks of 


Mr. Gregory as they were made. He suggested 


that the claim that an attachment was actually 
necessary was an invention of the press, and 
quoted Sec. 15, Chap. 78 of the Revised Statutes, 
as follows: 

Every person who shall fail to attend when law- 
fully summoned to appear as a grand or petit 
juror, without having a reasonable excuse, shall 
be considered as guilty of a contempt, and shall be 
fined by the Courts, respectively, in any sum not 
less than $5 nor more than 3100, for the use of 
the proper county, unless good cause be shown 
tor such default; and it shail be the duty of the 
Court to order a writ of attachment, returnable 
forthwith, against all such delinduents. and upon 
the return thereof the Court shall proceed to assess 
said fine unless the person or persons so attached 
shall show good cause for such delinquency; pro- 
vided, that the oath ur att mation of any such de- 
linquent shail at all times be received as competent 
ev. dence.

JUDGE BABNUM IN THE FRIEDBERG CASE 

The senior Democratic organ has made a 
labored effort to defend Judge Barnum in the 


position he took in the Fampzrre case. In 


the course of this defense pocur the following 
remarks : * 

It is not true that Judge Banwum made any new 
‘decision’ im the case, unless that consists in 
recognizing an old decision of the Supreme Court 
of the State as the law in Illinois. Frispasre, 
who is unquestionably a wicked and depraved 
man, was indicted for receiving stolen property, — 
the goods obtained by a burgiary at the Jarrnrar 
store. The progecution put on a witness, him- 
self a confessed and notorious criminal, who 
proved, if his evidence was worth any- 
thing, that Parepsene was an accessory before 
the fact to the burglary. ‘This was the very pitfall 
the attormeys for the defense anticipated in the 
conduct of the prosecution. Under the law of 
Illinois an accessory to felony is as guilty as a 
principal. The Supreme Court of this State has 
laia down that asa fundamental principle of our 
criminal code. If, im the indictment against 
Fons, there had been a count for burglary, 
the Supreme Court decision would not have avaiied 
the defense, and Furor would have gotftn his 
deserts. There was no such count. The defect 
was a radical one, and resulted in the acquittal of 
the prisoner." 

Many of these statements are misleading. 
Judge Bannum’s instruction to the jury in 
the Funn case was very different from 
anything ever laid down by the Supreme 
Court; hence it is incorrect to say that 
Judge Bannum made no new decision. The 
Supreme Court has decided that the statute 
of this State has abolished the distinction 
between principal and accessory, ahd that 
the latter must be held equally guilty with 
the former for the purposes of punishment. 
Judge Baznvum's instruction to the jury used 
this Supreme Court decision, not to secure 
the punishment (greater or less) of the ac- 
cused, but to secure his discharge in the face 
of the most convincing evidence of his 
guilt. This was not merely ‘“ recognizing 
an old decision of the Supreme Oourt of the 
State as the law in Illinois, but it was mis- 
construing and misapplying the Supreme 
Court decision in a manner and for a pur- 
pose of which the Supreme Court never 
dreamt at the time it laid down the law as 
to principal and accessory. 

If Judge Baznoum’s interpretation of the 
Supreme Court’s decision in regard to princi- 
pal and accessory be correct, then the law re- 
garding the receiving of stolen goods is of 
necessity a dead letter in the State, and it 
will be impossible to convict any profession- 
al ‘‘ fence ” hereafter of that peculiar crime 
which encourages thievery by affording a 
safe market for the sale of the spoils. It is 
impossible that a man be convicted of re- 
ceiving stolen goods unless it be shown that 
he Anew such goods to have been stolen. If 
he knew of the purpose of stealing them, he 
was an accessory before the fact; if he 
learned afterwards that they were stolen, and 
did not hand over the thieves to justice, he was 
an accessory after the fact. But, as the dis- 
tinction between principal and accessory has 
been abolished in this State, either of the two 
conditions described would make the receiver 
of the stolen goods a principal in the burglary 
or zobbery at which said goods had been 
stolen; hence, following Judge BaRNUA's 
reasoning, no man who buys stolen goods 
can hereafter be punished for that crime. 
This will be good news for the pawnbrokers, 
the junk-dealers, and the various grades of 
professional ‘‘ fences throughout the city. 
It will encourage them to increased boldness 
in their dealings with the thieves, and the 
latter, having thus secured a ready market 
for stolen goods, will probably steal more 
than ever. 

The intimation that Funn ought 
properly to have been tried on the charge of 
burglary is very evident in view of Judge 
Bann remarkable instruction; but, so 
long as the State’s Attorney was unaware 
that any such position would be taken, it was 
i@tural that he should prefer to try Famp- 
BERG in his well-known professional char- 
acter of fence, —a condition much easier 
to prove than that of active participation in 
the burglary that had been committed. But 
an indictment for burglary is hanging over 
FRIEDBERG, and it remains to be seen wheth- 
er or not he ean be convicted before Barnum 
on this charge. If not, then a scoundrel 
who is guilty of burglary in theory 
and of receiving stolen goods in fact will 
go unpunished for either off@pse. Farp- 
BERG's acquittal on the charge of burglary 
will be no more than is to be expected. Hie 
complicity in this act rests solely upon the 
evidence of Sheeney Gronraz, while the 
latter's evidence was corroborated as to the 
actual receiving of the stolen goods, But 
“‘Sheeney ” Gaoron's evidence, alone and 
unsustained, may not convince a jury of the 
rightfulness of convicting a man of burglary 
who did not break into the store, who did 
not assist his “‘ pals” in getting inside, who 
did not wateh on the outside, and who did 
not take any other active part in the burg-

under the transparent disguise of a plea for 
“*State-rights." The editor of the Re- 
publican has been pluming himself upon the 
advantages to the Democratic party of a 
Solid South, and the promise it affords of 
victory in 1880. But of what use is the 
„ golid Democratic South if it is to be met 
by a solid“ Republican North? 

Putting aside the question of Presidential 
candidates, the reception of Gen. Grant is 
ominous of a purpose on the part of the peo- 
ple to honor to the top of their bent the man 
who scattered to the four winds the armies 
raised in support of the theory that this is 
not a Nation. That this theory is as much 
the soul of the Democratic leaders to-day as it 
was in 1861 is an indisputable fact; and it is 
equally plain that the Northern people will 
neither tolerate the theory nor the party 
which espouses it.

the worst one in half a century. The crops 
this season are short of an average yield, 


amounting to 325 millions of dollars worth

It is these 
venturesome, imprudent, reckless people, who, 
becoming involved head over ears in debt, 
fail, create panics, feed Bankrupt Ocurts, 
and derange all business by the wreck and 
ruin they cause around them.

N. T., Sept. 29.-—-At a meeting of the 
National League Professional Base- Ball Clubs held 
this day at Buffaio, after a complete review of the 
results, financial and otherwise, of the season of 
1879, the following conclusions were arrived at and 
recommendations adopted for future guidance: 


The League believes that its efforts to present the 
only me of the country. strictly as an ex- 
hibition of skill, free from any of the evil infiu- 


ences which frequently surround such contests 
when governed and controlled by unpriucipled 
rs, have been fully appreciated and ap- 
proved by the genéral — that the stringent 
rules which have been adopted by this Association 
and rigidly enforced have been conducive to the 
best interests of ail concerned, elevati the 
moral tone of the game, and educating the players 
to the truth of the old adage, ‘* Honesty 
is the best policy. 
The financial results of the past season prove 
that salaries must come down. We believe that 
layers insisting upon exorbitant prices are in- 
uring their own interests by forcing out of exist- 
which cannot be run and pay large sal- 
aries except at | personal loss. The season 
fin@ncially has been little better than that ef 1878, 
but the expenses of many of the clubs have far ex- 
ceeded their receipts, attributable wholly to high 
salaries. In view of these facts measures have 
been taken by this League to remedy the evils to 
some extent for 1880. It has also been decided that 
uniform contracts shall be used by each club, and 
that no money shall be paid players until it shall 
have been earned. In other words, that no ad- 
vances will be given. Contracts will hereafter ex- 
tend from April 1 to Oct. 31 inclusive, seven months, 
which will give players nearly half the year for the 
pursuit of other employment. It is hoped that 
the restriction regarding advance money will work 
beneficially to persons who risk their capital in 
support of Nationa! sport. 
Several clubs 1 signified their desire to en- 
ter the League in 1880, we deem it proper to re- 
spectfully direct the attention of the ciubs to these 


regulations and agreements, with which all clubs 


be expected to comply.

OUTRAGE BX TRAMPS. 

Marrerra, O., Sept. 28.—Jacob Fike, a 
wealthy farmer, liveson what is known as the 
Baker farm, ten miles north of Marietta, on the 
Ohio River. His house is a large brick structure, 
well calculated to attract the attention of 
tramps aud idiers. Yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Fike and his wife came to this place, leaving 
their daughter Mary at home alone, her two 
brothers being at work in a distant field. About 
8 o’clock Miss Fike went to the well for a bucket 
of water. The well is under the roof of aside 
porch to the house, and just as the young lady 
stepped out of the door two tramps accosted 
her and asked ber for something to eat. She 
wee alarmed at the rough manner of the re- 
quest, but with great coolness told them she 
had no time to wait on them. She then pro- 
ceeded to lower the bucket into the well, 
when one of the men grasped the lady by 
the arm and in a threatening manner 
said they would have something to eat or she 
would for it. Now thoroughly alarmed, 
the poor girl struggled toe get free, but the ras- 
cal said something to his confederate, and, each 
one grasying ber by her arm and her dress be- 
low, they crowded her through the box of the 
well and down through the open into the 
darkness below, and then fled in all baste. In 
her extremity the victim yg ov the rope, and, 
there being some twenty-five feet yet on the 
windlass, this ran rapidly and, with a sud- 
den jerk, left her eer twen'y-five feet 
feet from the top and thirty-five feet above the 
water. The sudden jerk of the rope, which 
almost tore the girl’s arms off, probably saved 
her life, for by some strange twist it threw one 
or two coils of the rope around her ankle, and 
this evabled her to relieve the terrible strain on 
her arms until she could find a foothold 
in the well.

ATTEMPTED JAIL DELIVERY.

MILWavUKseE, Wis., Sept. 29.—A bold attempt 
at jail delivery vasa known to reporters 
late to-night, th the arrest of Charles 
Bierbach, a brother of the notorious Bierbach 
now awaiting sentence for snatching $500 from 
John Laubenheimer last fall. It seems, 
from the story as told by Sheriff 
Van Vechten, that when Turnkey Donenfeizer

Then taking a broom which happened to be in 
the celi-room, be forced the bolt back and 
rusbed to the floor below, where he found 
Rudolph and George Bierbach, John Agnew, 
„Snapper Johnny.“ and the . Chicago 
counterfeiter, George Schouler, outside 
of their cells with dag and baggage 
ready to decamp, while the rest of the prison- 
ers in the tier did not seem to know what was 
going on. The door of their cell-room having 
been unlocked by the same hand that had locked 
him in above, Dopnenfelzer pushed the 
door to in the face of the boys, 
and, lochiag it, started out into the

A Heavy Libel Suit on Trial--- 
Two Agricultural Editors. 


When Court Fees Are Not to Bo Paid 
Record of Judgments and 
New Buits. 


Judge Moran yesterday decided a legal point 
asto appeal cases which is of considerable in- 
terest. The Legislature in 1877 made an amend- 
ment to the Justices’ act, providing that where 
the plaintiff in a suit before a Justice of the 
Peace files with the Justice, when he begins his 
suit, an affidavit stating the nature of his de- 
mand and the amount due after allowing all de- 
ductions, éte., that he will be entitled to judg- 
ment in case of default without producing other 
evidence in the Justice’s Court; and providing 
further that, lo case of appeal, the aflida- 
vit sbould have the same force and 
effect in the Appellate Court that it 
would have if the suit had originally 
been begun in such Appellate Court. There has 
been considerable want of barmony in the de- 
cisions of the various Courts in this county on 
this subject,—some holding one way and some 
the other. 

The question was brought up last week before 
Judge Moran, when a motion was made by Mr. 
E. C. Hancey, in an appeal suit he had, for judg- 
ment by default on his affidavit, but the Judge 
refused to grant it. After some argument, 
however, the Judge changed his opinion, and 
yesterday decided that a plaintiff in such a case 
had a right to a default on such an affidavit in 
the Appellate Court, at the next default day 
after the case had been appealed, if it had been 
taken up ten days before the fret Gay of the 
term andif the defendant had not not filed an 
affidavit of merits. He would, however, require 
notice to be served on the defendant before he 
would enter a default. 

THE FEE MANDAMUS CASE. 

Saturday afternoon a petition for mandamus 

was filed in the Circuit Court to compel the 


Clerk of the Court to file cases which come here 
by change of venue from another county and 
trauscripts from Justices of the Peace without 
demanding or receiving the usual $6. A demur- 
rer was filed by County-Attorney Willett, and 
a decree entered pro forma overruling the de- 
murrer, and granting the prayer of the petition.

A HEAVY LIBEL CASE. 

Judge Moran is engaged in hearing a $50,000 
libel suit brought by Horatio N. F. Lewis, now 
editor of Lewis’ Jura’, against Milton George, 
David W. Wood, Aurelius V. Pitts, and Thomas 
H. Glenn, editors and proprietors of the West- 
ern Rural. Several years ago Lewis and 
George were working together ip the publication 
of the Western ftural. This was broken up by 
George filing a bill to make Lewis account for 
several thousand dollars be (George) had put 
into the business. Several other suits and 
counter-suite followed, which were the occasion 
of much dad igo aud finally Lewis went 
into bankruptcy, and bis paper was sold. George 
afterward became the owner of the Weslern 
ftura® and be proceeded to tell what he 
thought of Lewis in an exceedingiy plain and 
straightforward way which left no room for 
doubt or misconception. Lewis, however, had 
started che newspaper war by publishing on two 
separate dates in September and December, 
1876, in Lewis’ tural, a statement and sup- 
plemental statement” of bis side of 
the case; and on the 2th of Decem- 
ber, 1876, George replied in an article 
which forms the basis of the present suit. After 
charging generally that hig brother editor was 
„A man whose cries aud immoralities have 
made him universally despised in this and every 
other community, and wih is to-day out of the 
Penitentiary only by reagon of the. leniency 
shown him by the persofis be has wronged,” he 
descends to particulars and accuses him of 
having numerous wives, “ enough to start a

HAMLIN’S.

Gus Phil- 
lios was starred on the bills, and transposed the 
part of Snorkey, which was originally a Bowery 
butcher-boy, into a conventional Dutch charac- 
ter part, which was only acceptable in that 1t 
exhibited Mr. Phillips’ cleverness as a Dutch 
dialect mimic. This gentleman was not bred or 
born an actor. He was one of the pets or out- 
growth of that remarkable period when Boss 
Tweed ran the city, and, in fact, the State of 
New York. Phillips played court jester to the 
Boss and his parasites, and with funny Dutch 
stories and clever hits iu that line he became anu 
acknowledged amateur Dutch comedian. Phil- 
lips originally had some money, which took 
wings and departed with the glories of that ex- 
traordinary time, .and now he is forced to 
earn a livelihood on the stage. As an 
actor Mr. Phillips is not a remarkable 
success; as a Dutch mimic be does well. 
His company is a moderately good one. We 
noticed Mr. J. R. Spackman’s name on the Dill, 
andgaiso noticed his very good performance of 
Byke. Mr. Spackman is one of the oldest act- 
ors on the American stage, and possesses that 
happy faculty of always doing n he 
undertakes well. Mr. M. Mitchell, Mr. , 
Shea, and Mr. W. H. Florence each succeeded 
in at least amusing the audience by making the 
most of the lines set down for them to speak. 
There is not a part in the play that really re- 
quires an artistic effort excepting, perhaps, the 
character of Laura Courtland, which was satis- 
factorily rendered by Miss Adelaide Thornton. 
Miss Grace Roth, a rather pretty blonde young 
lady, did very well indeed as ear Courtland, 
She hag a good voice, talks distinctly, and, what 
is more to the purpose, appears to aporeciate 
the due weight of her words.

-A NEAT ANSWER. 

To the Editor of the London Spectator—S81m: Mr. 
Swinburne is always so grateful to have his 
mistakes about Shakspeare corrected, that I am 
sure be will thank the Spectator for allowing me 
to assure him that he need not take away from 
Shakspeare the credit of having written “ The 
Tempest,” “King Joho,” Richard III..“ 
te Venus and Adonis,” and Lucrece, as he 
bas lately done by certain assertions of his in his 
amusing comment on “Edward III.“ 

1. On the word “rarieties,”’ in that play, Mr. 
Swipburne writes, Another word indiscover- 
able in any genuine play of Shakspeare.” But 
the folk whom Mr, Swinburne calls “sham 
Shakspeareans”” know the word extremely well 
in the first folio of their Shakspeare's Works, 
in whose first play, The Tempest.“ on page 6, 
column 2, rariety “ occurs twice within three 
consecutive lines: 

„Fon. — But the fariety of it is, which is in- 
deed almost beyond credit. 

„Seh. — As many voucht rarieties are.

THE TREASURY.’ 
FUNDING OPERATIONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 
Waunmoron, D. C., Sept. 20.—The funding 
operations of the Government are well-nigh 
completed, The last indebtedness to the Treas- 
ury for account of the Syndicate and other home 
subscriptions to the 4 per ceut bonds were paid 
on Saturday by the Bank of Commerce of New 
York, and the First Nationa] Bank of the same 
city. Nothing now remains to close this gigan- 
tic transaction but the payment of $300,000 due 
theGovernment tor London account, and tbie 
sum, it is expected, will be paid te-morrow. 
THE OCTOBER INTEREST. 
The Treasurer of the United States to-day 
mailed 53,000 checks to as many individuals in 
payment of the October interest on the 4 per 


cent bonds. The total amount due the holders 


of registered and coupon bonds for the October 
interest ig nearly $800,000. In adaition to this 


‘amount, the Treasury expects to redeem in 


the course of the next thirty or sixty 
days the $25,000,000 of called ‘bonds 
remaining outstanding. There is no reason, 
therefore, why the money market sbould not be 
easy for some time to come. 

NO RELIEF. 

The First Controller of the Treasury, Judge 
Porter, rendered an important decision to-day 
on an application for the redemption of five 
coupons of United States bonds, which coupons 
are alleged to have, been destroyed by. fire. 
Judge Porter decided that no relief could be 
granted, and says the statute authorizing the 
redemption of called bonds where clear and un- 
evuivocal evidence has been furnished that 
they have been destroyed does not apply to 
coupons which at the time of the alleged de- 
struction thereof have been detached from the 
bonds. There is no provision for the redemp- 
tion of coupons destroyed under these circum- 
stances. 

THE SMALL-COIN DEMAND. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnincoton, D. C., Sept. 29.—There is in 
the Treasury but $6,179 in gold in denom- 
inations less than \—an amount not suf- 
ficent to meet any active demand upon the 
Treasury for small coin. To supply this de- 
ficiency, it is understood to be the intenti of 
the Treasury Department to recoin most d the 
foreign gold received at the New York Assay 
office inte $5 and $10 pieces. In recoinfhg for- 
eign gold, nothing less, than $5-pieces will be 
turned out, as it is desired to get as large a 
numder of standard silver dollars as possible into 
circulation. 

GOLD AND SILVER. 

The Treasurer and Assistant-Treasurers of 
the United States have been directed to pay out 
gold and silver coin freely upon all Government 
obligations. 


HAWAIIAN ISLANDS. 
TKS INCREASED IMPORTATIONS OF SUGAR EX- 
PLAINED. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 20.—Some of the 
Treasury authorities, in their searches for frauds 
upon the revenue, bave been of the opinion that 
the large quantity of Demerara sugar artificially 
and fraudulently colored had been first shipped 
to the Sandwich Islands, and then exported to 
the United States as Hawaiian sugar, which is 
entitled under the treaty tu free importation. 
The reasons why these suspicions have been en- 
tertained is, that the importations from the 
Hawaiian Islands have greatly increased since 
the ratification of the treaty. In consequence 
of this increase, the Treasury Department bas 
just issued a circular to Coliectors of Customs, 
and others, to the following effect: 

“The question has been submitted to this 
Department whether articles which the treaty 
with the Government of the Hawaiian Islands, 
proclaimed June 3, 1875, provides shall be en- 
titled to free entry into the United States from 
those Islands, may consist of goods manufac- 
tured in such Islands, either in whole or in part, 
of material not grown or produced there. The 
act approved Aug. 15, 1876, to carry the treaty 
into effect, provides for the free entry, only, of 
articles ‘being the growth and manufacture or 
produce of the Hawaiian Islands.’ Itis there- 
fore decided that the material composing any 
manufacture, for which free entry is sought 


under the treaty, must consist of the growth or | 


production of the Islands.” 
{t is not necessary, Lowever, to ascribe the 
increased importations from the Hawaiian Isl- 


ands to this country to fraud. The treaty itself 


offers sufficient inducement for a largely-in- 
creased cultivation of sugar. Recent advices 


from the Islands show that the cultivation of 


sugar has been, as a matter of fact, greatly in- 


‘ereased since the ratification of the treaty in 


1876. The treaty with the Sandwich Islands was 
ratified in August, 1876, after a continuous at- 
tempt of more than a quarter of a century to 
secure it. The amount of raw 1 imported 
into the United States from the Hawaiian Is!- 
ands in 1874 was 28,000,000 pounds. In 1878 the 
exportations of raw sugar to the United States 
had nearly doubled, being 44,000,000 pounds. A 
similar increase is noticeable in the exports of 
rice. The rice and sugar planters have, been 
greatly benefited by the treaty, which is to con- 
tinue for nine years from the date of passage. 
The following shows the total importations 
into the United States from the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands since 1865. The increased imoportations of 
rice and sugar may be noted in the years 1877 
and 1878:

' OBITUARY. 


W. M. LARABEE. 

Wullam M. Larrabee, long Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
Company, who has deen in failing health for 
some two years, died Sunday at Geneva, III. 
Mr. Larrabee had a fit of apoplexy in the sum- 
mer of 1877, and never wholly recovered. He 
retired from business in Apri] last, and has 
since been suffering from what is supposed to 
have been a tumor in the stomach. His end 
was not unexpected, but it had a no less saaden- 
ing effect upon the community in which he has 
so long lived and borne an honorable, active 
part, both as a public man and as a private citi- 
zen. 

Mx. Larrabee was born in Whitehall, N. T., in 
1808, and was nearly 71 at the time of his death. 
His early boyhood was spent in Ticonderoga, 
whence he went to Troy, and served two years 
as a clerk in a store. He then went to New 
York, remaining two years and working ip a 
similar capacity. He then moved to Montreal, 
where he became eoganed in the crockery bugi- 
ness and married his first wife. It was in 
the spring of 1836, when the 
emigration turned this way, a 
Larrabee came to Chicago and opened a 
crockery-store here. He did not remain in it 
long, but went into the real-estate office of 
William B. Ogden. There he remained until 
1846, when be removed to Wisconsin. With 
John B. Christian, and with Chicago capital at 
bis back, be built the Horicon dam. The work, 
for some reason or other, proved a failure. 

Shortly aiterwards Mr. s returned to 
Chicago, again embarking in the real-estate 
officing with George Smith. In 
1852 the Galena & Chicago Union Railroad 
Company was formed, and Mr. 
was at once called upon to take the position of 
Secretary. He accep and continued with the 
road until it was consolidated with the Chicago 
& Northwesterp, when lie was elected Secre 
and Treasurer of the Chicago & Alton,—a vas f 
tion which he filled with infinit credit to himself 
and entire satisfaction to the Company which 
employed him from 1864 until April last, when, 
as above stated, he was forced to retire from 
active business.

He remained 
true to the best instincts of his nat and 
served his employers with ‘a deli- 
ty as rare as it was beautiful. 
Indeed, had he relaxed something of the intense 
assiduity with which he pursued his labors, he 
would, in the opinion of those who knew bim 
most intimately, have lived on toa much riper 
old age than even the allotted period to which 
he had attained. His overscrupuious bonesty, 
however, led him to believe that the employ- 
ment of necessary help in his office — be 
unjust to the Company he served, and 
thus, instead of legitimately lightening 
his labors, as many another man would have 
done, he worked on and worked ever, wearing 
himself out in his industry, his zeal, and his 
uncompromising fidelity to the interests intruat- 
ed to his care. In his religious belief Mr. Lar- 
rabee was a Unitarian. The funeral will take 
place this morning at Geneva, and the remains 
will arrive here at II o’clock, when they will be 
removed to Graceland.

That whereas 
the General Assembly has passed a certain act 
which was duly approved April 9, A. D. 1879, and 
which, with the title thereto, is in the words and 
figures following:

And Whereas, the Board of West Park Commis- 
sioners are about selecting and taking for the uses 
and purposes inthe said act mentioned that part 
of West Washington street extending from the 
west line of Halsted to Central Park, and the con- 
sent in writing of the owners of a majority of the 
frontage of the lots and lands abutting on said 
street, so faras taken or proposed to be taken by 
said Board, baving been o.tained, consent is here- 
by given and granted to the said Board of West 
Park Commissioners to take, regulate, control, and 
improve the before described parts of West Wash- 
ington street respectively in manner and form pro- 
vided: in the said act of the General Assembly. 
And full power and authority is hereby granted to 
said Board of Para Commissioners to control, im- 

rove, and maintain the parts of said street, 80 to 
taken as aforesaid, for the purpose of carryin 
out the provisions of the said act of the Gene 
Assembly. 

Provided, however, that nothing in this ordi- 
nance contained shall be construed as a waiver or 
relinquishment by or on the part of said city of any 
of its rights or powers in relation to the laying of 
water or gas mains and pipes, aud the buildins and 
repairing of sewers in said streets, and the regu- 
lating of openings for the same. All powers which 
said city now has in relation to water and gas pipes 
and sewers and tneir connections, and the regula- 
tion of the same and the openings for the same in 
streets and alleys of said city, being hereby ex- 
pressly reserved as to the said part of West Wash- 
ington street in as ampie a manner as if the afore- 
saic consent were not given.

GRixnELt, Kas., Sept. 24.—A trip from this 
ace to Kansas City and return shows marked 

improvement all along the line during the past 
few months. While the new counties have re- 
eeived the larger share of the immigration, the 
comparatively new or more recently-settled 
central counties have also received large acces- 
sions to their business apd farming population. 
‘This is noticeable in the towns, fn the number 
of residence and business buildings either re- 
. ently completed or now in process of erection ; 
and in the country, in the increased number of 
farms and farm-houses in view from the trains. 
Two years ago, the Counties of Ellis, Russell, 
and Ellsworth had a new look, which they have 
simost entirely lost,—now presenting the ap- 
pearance of old-settled communities, the land- 
scape in every direction showing a succession 
of improved farms and farm-buildings, lacking 
only the timber-growths and orchards, for which 
more time is required, to give them an old- 
country look. And this improvement extends 
THROUGH THE ENTIRE STATE. 
At Topeka I was told that large amounts of un- 
. jmproved land in the vicinity had been purchased 
within the last year and put under cultivation; 
while, in the city, rents for either residence or 
business could only be obtained at prices closely 
approximating those of Chicago in ante-panic 
times. 
ue corn-crop through the entire length of the 
State, and especially through the Kaw Valley, is 
simply immense,—no other term will describe 
it,—and yet farmers complain that it has been 
gut short by dry weather when ripening.

From correspondence constantly being re- 
ceived from all parts of the South, a still larger 
immigration is expected as soon as the crop- 
season South has finished. The movement thus 
fer, instead of bringing about better conditions 
for the colored man at the South, has only ex- 
asperated the whites, and led to greater wrongs 
and ovvressions on their part. Colored men 
who have accumulated some property write to 
the Governor that, if they come, thev will have 
to sacrifice all they have, and come empty- 
banded; that they dare not hitch up their teams 
and start h, fearing robbery and murder. 

While in the Executive Office I was shown 
veveral bills for supplies furnished to colored 
tenants, which fully corroborate all that has

FOOT-TRIPS IN GERMANY. 


First Paper. 
Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Lzerezic, Aug. 29.—In the little series of 
letters which [ now propose to write, I shall 
beg those readers of Tus TRiIsUNE who are in- 
terested in something more than the outward 
political history of a nation—the ‘stately march 
of its sovereigns to and from the throne, their 
victories and defeats—to follow me in fancy, 
with some of the patience which I myself have 
needed, on foot among the little towns and 
hamlets of Germany. Let us try to see of what 
that people is made, whence itsfranks are re- 
cruited, who formed, a decade since, the con 
quering Army of the Rume,“ and who lead 
the world in Science to-day. Patience it will re- 
ouire, for we may often take a long walk in 
vain, go far to see what promises much 
and proves of no value: and sometimes 
agalu we shall stumble quite unawares upon 
some treasure of rural beauty or antique art of 
which we little thought in starting. 1 shall con- 
stantly avoid all such of the larger towns as 
every traveler knows, going out for the most 
part into little villages at a distance from the 
main lines; and, if I shall have made a trifle 
more intelligible the homely every-day life of 
the German peasant and laborer, my object will 
be fully attained: On the one hand, we must 
not be led by fancy into giving anything a 
brighter color than it deserves, noi must wé, on 
the other band, be induced by national preju- 
dice, if any such there be, to underrate that 
which is really worthy of praise and imitation. 

Leipzig is situated, as one easily see by 
the map, quite in the extreme northwestern cor- 
ner of the Kingdom of Saxony, only five or six 
miles from the boundary-line. So, when there 
is a fast-day here, the people of the lower classes 
(who are not much given to piety) go to Prussia 
for the afternoon. Saxony is, in its way, a most 
remarkable country, being the most thickly- 
populated in Germany. It is said to be the 
most highly cultivated of all, and also to fur- 
nish the greatest number of suicides. Hitherto 
it has been ahead in all that pertains to music 
and learning; but this year Berlin’s University 
seems to be taking the lead, in point of numbers 
at least. (Of course no student of History will 
confuse the present limite of this Kingdom with 
Saxony of the. Middle Ages.) There is a won- 
derful deal of shrewd cupning in the Saxon, 
especially the petty tradesman. I think no one 
in Germany can drive a closer bargain, and yet 
leave the impression in your mind that he is 
selling at a great sacrifice. I have observed less 
curiosity among the people here than in the 
porth. The dialect of the uneducated is a most 
wretched German. 

Imagine that we leave the city some warm 
summer-eveving,—of a Saturday, for instance, 
when work is done. If he can possibly help it, 
no laborer will ever do anything after noon on 
Saturday; and a great many of them keep Mon- 
day dbwe,as they call it, by not working then. 
We find but a few persons at the station, the ac- 
com modation-trains being seldom well filed dur- 
ing the week. Nor are the express-trains either, 
for that matter, very crowded, except the Paria 
and London “hunting-train,”’ as it is called (the 
„jagdzug ). If we wish to see the peasants and 
workmen as they travel, we must take third or 
fourth class,—a bitter pill, for the discomforts 
of anything under first or second class can only 
be appreciated by ove who has triedit. ‘The 
fourth<lass carriages are not quite 80 
large as a small Amencan freight-car, 
have no seats at all, and each car- 
riage is limited (!) to sixty persons. Such a van 
full of people can well be compared to a load of 
steerage-passengers on sbip. They sometimes 
get into a general fight, although, as a rule, 
they are quite ordgmy. As far as 1 have been 
able to calculate Me rate of fares, it is about 
one cent per English mile in fourth class,—one- 
half of the price for third. To say that railway- 
fares are particularly low in Germany, is incor- 
rect. There are only some of the shorter local 
routes which are tolerably cheap; bat through 
tickets between the large cities of Europe are, 
in comparison with American lines, exceedingly 
dear, and they always charge more for express- 
trains. Moreover, one has only fifty pounds of 
luggage free. 

Ve leave the train at the end of an bour's 
drive. The clock on the church-spire of the 
little village is striking 10. All is quiet except 
the watchman (if the village boasts of one), 
who still cries out, in some places that are not 
too much modernized, Ten o'clock and all is 
well!“ and then bids the goodman cover the 
fire, go to bed, and remember to give God the 
praise. This latter custom is now very rare, 
but I myself have heard it in the Province of 
Hanover.

place, if he be an Earl or Baron, or for the own- 
erof the Rittergut.“ In many towns there is 
such afamily of the ancient nobility, so that 
oftentimes quite a brilliant little court is beld 
there. They commonly have more or less juris- 
diction as well (somewhat more than the ‘‘ courts- 
baron of England), although this is now nearly 
all gone over into the hands of the ordinary 
courts of the Empire. The manor-house has 
often quite the appearance of a tiny eastle, and 
is invariably surrounded by a beautiful park, 
which is open to the public. 

Distinct from the estates of such lords of the 
nobility are the so-called Rittergueter”’ 
(Knights’ estates), which were formerly in pos- 
session of the most extended privileges, but 
which have pow sunk to the level of an ordinary 
farm. It used to be unlawful for any one save 
a Knight (‘Ritter” or Freiherr) to hold 
such an estate; later, no Jew could purchase 
one; but now all restrictions have fallen. (It 
may not be uninteresting to notice that the last 
family bearing the title of Freiherr.“ and be- 
longing to the high nobility, became extinct in 
1827; so that henceforward this title can only 
form the highest rank of the low nobility.) Let 
us enter the farm-yard of one of these places. 
It is a large uare sume 500 
feet on a side, well paved, and surrounded by 
the barns and dormitories for the hauds, which 
are low stone buildings, evidently erected for 
utility, not beauty. All about there are mec 
and girls working,—the latter innocent of shoes 
and stockings. The men have mostly bich, stout 
boots, and often leather abrons. We look up 
the directrice of the establisbment, who is 
generally a well-favored, rather corpulent 
matron, whom I suspect of drinking more beer 
than of the milk which she sells us at three cents 
a quart (15 pfeunig per litre—incredulous milk- 
men can reckon it out for themselves!) This 
farm bas about 100 cows, fifteen or twenty yoke 
of oxen, and, as many pair of horses. bave 
sometimes seeu horses at work on such a place 
that were worth as much as $700 a pair bere. 

In order to understand the system of farming 
here, one must remember that, in those parts 
of the country which Lam now describing, the 
farm-hbouses, not only of the wealthier proprie- 
tors, but also of the poorest peasants, are all 
clustered together in the village,—sothat the 
fields they cultivate lie at a great distance from 
their houses, requiring journeys of a mile or 
two back and forth at least twice aday. When 
{ come to speak of Hanover and Brunswick on 
the vorth. or perhaps Bavaria on the south, we 
shall find many modifications of this plan, which 
has, of course,—as | hardly need mention,— 
come down from. those times wen 
the people were forced to live 
close together for mutual protection. All who 
are conversant with the internal history of 
Germany will be familiar with the efforts of the 
various Governments since about 1821 to remedy 
this. But they bave met with a very determined 
resistance on the part of the peasants, these be- 
ing more conservative in their views than even 
the ancient nobility, who, in their long struggle 
with monarchy, have barely rescued a shadow of 
their old-time power. 

The next time we will look at the honses of 
the peasants, see thefr families, what they eat 
and drink, what they earv,—in short, bow they 
live.

KENTUCKY CIVILIZATION, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Ciao, Sept. 26.—Dr. Wainwright's ‘etter, 
in a recent issue of Taz TRinunxE, reminde me 
of the verdict of the country Justice, You 
Smith, you say Brown stole your dog. You 
bring only one man to swear he saw him steal 
the dog. Now, Brown brings nineteen men 
who swear they did not see bim steal the dog. 
Nineteen is much more than one; so Brown is 
not guilty !”’ 

The Doctor was born in thai State, and for 
many vears a resident thereof’; never saw 
such a case as I have deseribed in “Two Ken- 
tucky Lovers,” and, therefore, concludes that 
no euch thiog ever occurred. 

He may beright. I should be glad, for sake 
of our poor humanity, to believe that he is; but 
{ tell the tale as it was told to me, under cir- 
cumstances which left me no room to doubt its 
truth. Nor do I see anything improbable in it. 
Kentucky held tens of thousands of men, 
women, and children as chattels personal. Un- 
der her law, any brute in humau form could ac- 
quire, and hold absolute, irresponsible power 
over, the bodies of as many human beings as he 
could buy. When we sce what men, under the 
law of the highest civilization, will do for 
passion and jealousy, can we wonder that one 
would do as this master did to punish a rival 
and bumblé the woman he coveted? * 

If William the Conquerer won a wife by 
knocking ber down on the street and pounding 
her, might we not find an Anglo-Saxon to-day 
who would punish a rival and win a mistress by 
stripes? It is only by general laws, represent- 
ing the average humanity of a people, that the 
violent are restrained from crime, and a State 
whose genera! law left a large class of men and 
women without protection could only wonder if 
such scenes as I have described were not the 
rule, and anything better the exception. 

As for the Doctor’s personal advice to me, if 
be will insure me sufficient health to justify my 
making a series of engagements, I will gladly 
„take the stump” to tell what I know of 
Southern character and of life in Kentucky, but 
shall decline returning to the State from which 
I had the good fortune to escape without per- 
sonal violence forty vears ago. To move Ken- 
tucky, I should want the long end of a lever; 
and her politicians are among the things I prefer 
to handle with tongs. 

The story which my hostess related of the 
history of ber own family was so corroborated 
by the every-day occurrences around me that, if 
I had ever had reason to doubt her general 
truthfulness, I could not have questioned the 
truth of this story. 

Just across the street from ber house was a 
handsome two-story brick residence, the front 
part of which was alwavs closed, except in the 
morning, when a sad-faced negress opened and 
cleaned the rooms. Three little mulattoes used 
to come out of the yard to play about the door, 
and the pegress would come out with a look of 
alarm and take them back into the yard. 

The history of this family was, that it belonged 
to a grocer, who had bought the woman and set . 
up the establishment when he began the gro- 
cery-business. The house was his home; the | 
woman his siave-mistress; the children his. It 
was understood that he was raising them for 
market; that they would be sold, one by one,— 
as the two eldest had been,—about the time the 
fourth one should appear, as the master and fa- 
ther objected to haying more than three little 
niggers’’ about the house at one time. 

When the first was sold, the mother “took on 
so” that be tied her up and flogged her until 
her shrieks and vain cries for mercy were heard 
for squares; but he broke her m' so thur- 
oughly on that occasion that he had received no 
violent opposition on the sale of the second. 
He had established in this case the richts for 
which the Southern Chivalry rebelled and tried 
to destroy the Union, viz.: the right to flog 
their own niggers, and to seli their own chil- 


dren. 

If this shocks the sensibilities of our Ken- 
tucky doctor. 1 beg leave to refer bim to the 
old-time status and statistics of Kentucky as 
% slave-breeding State.“ 

Moreover, i trust bis gratuitous advertise

An ar- 
tery was cut, the blood spurted over the execu- 
tioher, and death came about noon; but still 
the master’s vengeance Was not sated. He con- 
tinued to beat, and cut, and mangle the corpse! 
He jumped upon it with his heavy brogans, 
crusbed in the ribs; stamped onthe head, tear- 
ing the scalp loose from the skull, and left nis 
property a flattened, shapeless mass, ata loss of 
one thousand dollars! 

Hundreds of persons Were cognizant of the 
torture, and its cause, while it proceeded; but 
Kentucky has never guarded any State-right 
with so much care as that one by which sbe se- 
cured to the master the absoiute control of his 
human chattels... The man was punishing bis 
own slave! Sentimentalists might object, but 
the majesty of Law must be réspected! 

However, there was a large Northern clement 
in Louisville at that time; and, though the 
people who voluntarily sought a home in a slave 
State were generally more cruel and cowardly 
than a native-born Southerner, folks felt that 
among them would be some who would report 
the case. The Abolitionists were making a great 
disturbance, and would use this case against 
„dur insvitutions.”’ 

It would not do to let it pass unnoticed; and 
so there Was a talk of arresting Murphy, and 
making him a scapegoat for the sins of the 
people. 

‘There was a law on the statute-books-making 
the killing of a man murder; and, as it never 
hed come into use, it might be well to give the 
world notice of its existence. ‘They could the 
better do this, as the criminal was an Irishman, 
in whom it was an impertinence to exercise to 
the full the rights and privileges of a pative-born 
Kentucky gentieman, So the air grew murky 
around Murphy. The morning after the mur- 
der he and his accomplices put the remains into 
a eart, took them out toa colored burying- 
ground, and put them under ground. Then he 
spent twenty-four hours ecttiing his business, 
when he left the city. Next day the Mayor of- 
fered a reward for his arrest, and so yindicated 
Kentucky law; but he never was arrested. 

‘The case got ipto the papers, even in Louis- 
ville, and Abolitionists gave it considerable cir- 
culation at the North: but the people of Louis- 
ville seemed to feel especially virtuous because 
the man had been obliged vo leave the city.

TAYLOR’S 83,000, 0 00.

After Eight Years of Litigation Nothing 
Left for the Litigants. 
New York Sun. Sépt. 28. 

The application of Heury- W. Bentley, Re- 
ceiver of the estate of the late James B. Taylor, 
who died in New York in 1870, was made before 
Surrogate Calvin yesterday. Mr. Bentley re- 
ported that the sale of all the real estate placed 
in his bands realized only $11,750.50, and that 
his expenses in selling the property and collect- 
ing the money amounted to $12,000. He asked 
to be discharged from further obligations, but 
the Surrogate adjourned the hearing until Oct. 
20. to give the opposing interests time to pre- 
pare their objections. 

Among the creditors of the estate are Ar- 
nold, Constable & Co., $1,424; John E. Devlin 
& Co., 85,639.99; the Irving National Bank, 
$7,977.08; Luther R. Marsh, $14,580.35; the 
Republican State Committee, $6,548.88; and 
Orsamus B. Matteson, $14,091.98. 

Mr. Taylor’s vast Preperty bas shared the 
fate of the Jarndyce estate; it has all beer 
eaten up in legal costs and other expenses. 
Mr. Taylor was very successful iu both land ana 
house property, and in stocks of various kinds. 
A quarter of a century ago he bought of the 
city the ground now occupied by Washington 
Market. A dispute arose as to his right of pos- 
session, but his claim was established oy the Leg- 
islature. ‘he city subsequently bought the prop- 
erty back, paying Mr. Taylur about $500,000 
more than he gave for it. He owned a large 
part of the stock of the New York 7 mes, and 
after his death that stock passed into the hands 
of Mr. George Jones. Mr. Taylor had also an 
mterest in the New York Printing Concern, and 
owned stock in the Dry-Dock and Bleecker street 
horse railroads. He was one of the maguates 
of the Republican party. He was a warm friend 
of Horace Grecley, and when Gen. Patrick HI. 
Jones was appointed Postmaster the names of 
Mr. Baylor and Mr. Greeley appeared on the 
General’s bood, Subsequentiy a cashier under 
Mr. Jones embezzled a large amount of money, 
much of which was made good out of the pro- 
ceeds of Mr. Tavlor's estate. He had an inter- 
est in the Transcript Association, which was sup- 


- posed to be worth a large amount of money, and 


he owned 300 or 400 valuable lots of land in 


Brooklyn. 
When Mr. Taylor died, in 1870, the entire 


- value of his property was thought to be about 


$3,000,000. He had no children living. He leit 
granddaughter, Mrs. Kate B. Howland, 
55.000 a year, and, with the exception of a few 
small legacies, bequeathed all the residue of his 
Mrs. Taylor was named 
as his executrix, and Mr. Edward H. Tracy, the 
Chief Engineer of the Water Department, as his 
executor. 

Mrs. Howland, displeased by the disparity of 
the amounts leit to her and to Mrs. Taylor, 
openly charged that there had been unfair play, 
and at last began proceedings to set the will 
aside as a forgery. 

This stopped the sale of Mr. Taylor’s interest 
in the Transcript Association, for which, a few 
months after Mr. Tayior’s death, $450,000 was 
offered, and before the stock could be sold the 
Transcript Association had gone to pieces. The 
New York Zimes stock was sold to Mr. Jones 
for $152,000. 

The legal contest into which Mrs. 1 ＋ 

lunged was begun in 1871. It dragged its sidw 

ength along, entailing enormous expenses upon 
the estate, until 1873. Surrogate Hutchings 
granted very heavy fees and allowances to law- 
vers, and, when he finally gave judgment against 
the contestant, the value of the estate had 
dwindled materially. But Mrs. Howland was 
not inclined to abide dy the Surrogate’s deci- 
sion. Acting under the advice of her lawyer, 
Mr. Henry L. Clinton, she carried her case be- 
fore the Court of Appeals, but it was not tried. 

Among the allowances granted by Surrogate 
Hutchings were $24,000 to Henry L. Clinton; 
$17,500 to Rufus F. Andrews, and afterward a 
second allowance to Mr. Andrews of $15,000; 
517.500 to Edward A. Stouchton ; $5,000 to Sen- 
ator Francis Kernan; $4,400 to Roscoe Conkling ; 
and James E. Sweeny (a brother of Peter B 
Sweeny) and John E. Devlin, special administra- 
tors appointed by the Surrogate, were permitted 
to divide $25,000. 

A creditor who had aclaim against the estate 
for $1,000 sued for it, and the upshot was that 
the property was taken out of the hands of the 
exevutor and executrix, and Henry W. Bentley, 
of Oneida County, was appointed Receiver. The 
contest was revewed before a referee, who drew 
$2,200 for bis services, and the Keceiver’s coun- 
sel was paid $15,000, He upheld the will, bot 
Mr. Jefferson M. Levy, a Trustee of one of the 
creditors, moved before Judge Merwin, in 
Utica, that the referee’s report be set aside on 
the ground, chiefly, that the costs and allow- 
ances were excessive. The motion was sus- 
tained as far as the Receiver’s fees were.cou- 
cerned, but the question of cutting down the 
lawyers’ fees was referred to Surrogate Calvin 
who deelined to interfere, saying that be had 
no right to reverse the action of his prede- 
cessor, Surrogate Hutchings. 

An order was obtained in the Fifth Judicial 
District, Oneida County, directing Receiver 
Bentler to pay the lawyers their fees. From 
that order Mr. Levy appealed, but before bis 
argument could be heard the fees had been paid, 
the lawyers all drawing their allowances in full. 
and the creditors of the estate getting only 25 
ver cent of their claims.

Loxpon., Sept. 9.—Time has undoubedly ob- 
literated the agonizing memories of that fright- 
ful night when the Boooklyn Theatre was de- 
stroyed by fire. In the rush of this world such 
terrible incidents are soon swept out of sicht 
and memory. While yet the graves of those 
who perished in that holocaust were green, the 
gloomy subject was dismissed from the public 
mind. It were best to be forgotten. But the 
experience—bought O how dearly brought 4 
hundred managers to their senses, and 
‘“death-trap” theatres seemed in immi- 
nent peril. Days ran into weeks, weeks 
quadrupled into months, and the public became 
calmer, and, when a year had slipped by. the 
question of theatre-exits, and the demand for 
adequate means of extinguishiny a fire in put 
lic buildings, were quite forgotten. There are 
undoubtedly many theatres in the United 
States that, even “improved” as they 
are, would be the. scenes of confu- 
sion as terrible as that at Brocklyn, 
were a panic-stricken audience to attempt an 
escape in the emergency of a fire. And 
as for London, and England generally, I may 
say with all truth that I have not yet been into 
a single theatre which has ineans of egress that 
would not be choked-up if a general rush were 
made by an audience maddened with the ter- 
rible realization that burping walls were fast 
closing in around them. On the Continent, 
however. these things are ordered better.“ 

THE FIRE AT THE MUNICH OPERA-HOUSE, 

ten days ago, is proof of this. <A series of per- 
formances of Wagner’s Nibelungen operas 
were being giveh in honor of the Internationdl 
Art-Exbibition. They were inavgurated with 
the “Rheingold.” Towards the close of the 
work a flash of lightning 1s supposed tp 
cleave the clouds, revealing a Su- 
den chapge of situation. The effect 
is brilliant, and the boldness of the mechanical 
features of the shift“ is only equaled by the 
deception that is so skillfully accomplished. 
These clouds are represented by folds of gauze. 
At the recent Munich representation the 
artificial lightning set fire to the gauze. 
The flames at once sprang up, seized the 
flies, and spread rapidly through the scenery, 
The presence of mind evinced by everybody in 
the theatre was marvelous. The audience be- 
baved calmly and sensibly; the orchestra con- 
tinued playing in apparent oblivion of 
the destruction that was thgeatening them. 
There was actually not the _— slightest 
disturbance: Two of the chief actors 
addressed the audience, explained what had 
happened, and requested them to wait quietly. 
A fire-proof drop-scene, made of thick steel 
plates, was let down, completely cutting off the 
stage from the auditorium (mark the precau- 
tion!) Then a vowerful fire-extinguishing ap- 
*paratus, with which the theatre had been pro- 
vided, was applied with such vigor 
und promptness that the fire was com- 
vietely extinguished in a very few min- 
utes. The orchestra continued playing 
while the extinguishing process was being car- 
ried out, and the great opera was brought to a 
conclusion almost as well as if no iuterruption 
had occurred. Now, Ido net say that audienres 
of pblegmatic Germans are any less liable to be 
panic-stricken at such a trying moment than our 
more murcuriai Americans. But the reason is 
evident why the auditorium of the Munich 
Opera-House was not the scene of a distressing 
deatn-crush. The audience knew they were safe, 
and were not alarmed. It was but a new applica- 
tion of the old story of the Irishman who went 
tothe bank about which suspicious rumors were 
afloat, and demanded everv penny of his depos- 
it. The Cashier began to count out the gold for 
him, when Pat exclaimed, ** Begorra, if you've 
got the money I don’t want it,” and walked 
away. — 

Judging from the half-vearly (Englishmen 
lauch at you if you say semi-annual) return just 
published by the Board of Trade, little or no 
progress has been made towards a satisfactory 
solution of the continuous-brake dispute. lam 
almost tempted to call this long-standing in- 
decision 

“THE BATTLE OF THE BRAKES,” 

because legislation, countef-legislation, the 
squabbles, and the unseemly differences of Par- 
liament, various Boards of Trade, and the frail- 
way companies, have given the dispute the 
character of a well-detined military campaign. 
As year by year the rate of speed attained shows 
a tendercy to increase, and as the distances 
which the through trains on the principai trunk- 
lines run without stopping are being continually 
evtended, it becomes an absolute necessity,.in 
order to insure the public safety, that the appli- 
ances for arresting the onward progress of the 
train in cases of emergency should be equal to 
the demand th ay at any moment arise. The 
railway companies themselyes are the great op- 
ponents to making any change. They treat the 
momentous subject with au apathy that is sub- 
lime. With bultdog obstinacy some of the com- 
panies actually go out of their way to clog the 
wheels-of experiment and fair trial. The Board 
of Trade has been trying for a long time to ob- 
tam an authoritative decision upon the mer- 
its of the various brakes now in use in 
this country. 80 far, indeed, from there 
being auy approach to unanimity of opision, 
the statements of the different companies 
widely vary. Very frequently they are directly J 
contradictory of each other. Of the twenty- 
two candidates for railway-patronage, onlv five 
approach the standard of necessary require- 
ments: “A thoroughly satisfactory and ef-, 
ficient brake must be instantaneous in action, 
operative upon every coach or vehicle of which 
the train is composed, self-aoplyme in case of 
accident or of sevaration of any of the com- 
ponent parts of such trains, of materig! both 
durable and easily kept in order, and capable of 
being instantaneously applied by the driver or 
by any of the officials in charge of the train.” 
The brakes which find most favor with the rail- 
way authorities are Smith’s vacuum, Clark & 
Webb’s chain, and the Westinghouse automatic. 
The fret two of these, inasmuch as they are not 
self-acting, fail to attain the standard of ef- 
ficiency laſd down by the Board of Trade, while 
Clark & Webb's chain has the further disad- 
vantage of being sectional, and therefore inca- 
pable of being applied continuously throughout 
the entire train. The list of instances m which 
the brakes failed to act when called upon, or 
were found upon trial to be out of order, ac- 
cording to the report, has greatly exceeded 
that of any six months since the year of 1877, 
when these semi-anoual returns first began to 
be made. The Westinghouse automatic failed 
on eighteen 
Great Eastern, cigbty-two on 
eighty-three on the Midland, and six on the 
Northeastern lines. Smith’s vacuum was tried 
and found want on the Great Northern for- 
ty-seven, on the Northeastern twenty-three, on 
the Great Eastern twelve, and on the Midland 
fourteen times. Eight failures on the North 
London, twenty each on the Northwestern and 
Caledonian, and ning on the Somerset railways 
are scored against’ Clark & Webdb’s chain.

During the 105 vears of Widow 
Macpherson’s life sbe has lived iu the simple tash- 
ion of the primitive race from Wich she hus 
sprung, in a poor turf-but, the smoke from the 
peat-fire on the hearth finding its way out by 
every crevice, and giving a lustre, as if var- 
pisbed, to the rafters which support the thatched 
roof. She has 1 six Lords of the Isie, 
the present (Lord Macdonald) bemg the seventh 
who has heid this title since the year she first 
saw the light, memorable as that in which Dr. 
Jobrson and Mr. Boswei] visited Skye. The 
old lady has never been out of this land. She 
does not now understand one word of Eoghsh, 
but converses freely in Gallic. She has been 
blind for ten years, but her hearing and mem- 
ory are both good. There must be wonderful 
vitalitv in a frame which can outlast a century 


in such wretcbed circumstances as those in - 


which this wonder of the Hebrides bas sur- 
vived. ‘The isiand, too, out of which Widow 
Macpherson has never stirred in ber life, is a cold, 
gioomy waste, producing almost nothing put 
„gray bowlders, gray mist, and silent whisky.” 
It is dismal and damp, desolate and melan- 
choly. its bleak and mist-veiled shore rarely 
attracts any but the sight-seer. I would as soon 
think of going to hve at the bottom of the sea 
as of taking up a residence in the island.

THE PAREKER’S VICTIMS. 

The bodies of two more of the four victims of 
the boiler explosion on the tug Charles W. Parker 
were found yeaterday, being those of the fireman, 
Peter Rogers, and the steward, William Burton.

The former are put just as lawyers are 
wont to put “leading questions.“ It was very 
kind ot him to prepare both question and au- 
s wer (ope may thus avoid awkward questions), 
as it eaved the reporter all trouble except that 
of taking them down in shorthand as they were 
read aiond to him in the library at Greystone.

It is 
therefore Mr. Tilden’s own personal and 
elaborate defense, his political and social “ last 
will and testament,”’ and includes all that he 
bas tosayfor himself. it is his whole case, 
and, if it does not amount to much, there is an 
end tothe matter, for his resources are ex- 
bausted. 

A LITTLE STORY—MR. TILDEN’S FAMILY-TREE. 
As my tale may be long, it may relieve the 
dry discussion to relate, after the manner of 
Mr. Lincoln. a little story.“ Mr. Tilden is kind 
enough to inform the public that I went abroad 
from pure benevolence,—on a kind of mission- 
ary epterprise,—‘‘ contemplating the benefac- 
tion of the lords of England by sparing to 
them most of my stock.” This is both witty 
anid polite, and I must needs return the com- 
pliment by saying that Mr. Tilden was willing 


to spare to the “lords of England “ not only

Skit and knowiedge of an American gentleman 
long resident in London, he sought his acquaint- 
ance, and asked this gentieman to investigate 
his pedigree as a professional matter, and to 
make out for him a handsome family-tree, 
should be find any golden English branch on 
Which to hang the descent of the American 
Tildens. In due time the ancestral line was 
traced. A branch gilded, if not golden, was 
found in Kent, wa iamily of Kentish squires; 
and, the affiliation having been established to 
Mr. Tilden’s great delight, he pressed for the 
embiazonment of the discovery “without re- 
gard to expense. Accordingly a noble parch- 
ment was prepared and sent to bim, accuratelv 
and beautifully filled out, on which he saw with 
pride the family-tree—a fine old English oak— 
buvg with Tildeus great and small, with himself 
perched upon the topmost bough. He received 
with rapture the precious charter of his illus- 
trious origin, and lavished his vraises upon the 
of his happiness, but omitted to inclose 
a check in his vote of acknowledgment. The 
genesiogist bad been at work for a month or 
two, making bis researches, and ered a 
minute account of his expenses, which, with a 
reasonable charge for his own time and labor, 
amounted to about £100. After a decent inter- 
val be ventured to cali the attention of Mr. Tu- 
den to dis slight omission; and finally, as the 
time drew near for the latter’s return to Amer- 
fea, the former lost patience, and called upon 
the Democratic *‘ President-elect of the United 
States,“ and, in language more positive than 
polite, insisted that he should pay for his pro- 
geuitors. tie was finally compelled to do so 
under a direct threat of proceedings, which are 
apt.to be less dilatory in the courts of London

This certainly is an incident to make us proud 
of the man who was elected“ President, and 
to mourn that he could not take his seat.

MR. PELTON. 


Iam sorry to bave to speak again of Mr. 
Pelton. There were matters which in my let- 
ter I passed over 8 or in silence, from a 
wish not to wound him. But his uncle pushes 
bim into such préminenee, to my disparage- 
ment. that I must weeds say a few words more. 
Mr. Tilden thinks that Pelton is not appreciat- 
ed; that he is a man of. great abilitv, whose re- 
tirement from the Company was a loss not to 
be repaired. He says: 

Col. Pelton set in motion the enterprise. He or- 
ganized it with great administrative ability, and 
carried it forward toward completion. He enabled 
the enterprise to survive the immense incapacity 
of Mr. Field. After a while he alienated, the Di- 
rectors by taking upon himself to do things with- 
out consulting them. 


If Mr. Pelton was so valuable to the Company, 
why did every man of tne Directors insist that 
he should instantly resign or be removed? He 
knows only too well why he had to resign. Yet, 
when the necessity became imperative, Tilden 
still clung to Pelton, and came to my house 
again and again and begged that he might be 
allowed to remain. 


THE CIPHER-DISPATCHES. 


I knew that I was touching a sore spot when 
I ailaded to the cipber-dispatches. That is a 
chapter of history which Mr. Tilden would 
rather have forgotten. He resents especialiy 
the intimation that he knew of them at the 
time when he recommended Peiton to me. That 
I may do him no injustice, let me quote him 
again: 


The reporter said: ‘‘Mr. Field makes the fol- 
lowing statement: ‘But, when Mr. Tilden came 
to testify before the Congressional Committee. he 
admitted that at this very time he knew (although 
the public did not know till months afterward) all 
about his transactions in regard tothe cipher-dis- 
patches. Yet, knowing this, he presented to mea 
man who had attempted bribery, and so been 
guilty of a crime, as one worthy of my confidence, 
and the one whom he specially chose to represent 
himself. 

Mr. Tulden— The moral audacity, or rather the 
immoral audacity. is amazing, of the man who 
could deliberately assert in a written paper, uncer 
his own signature, that I admitted before the 
Congressional Committee that ‘at this very time 
{[June, 1877] 1 knew all about his transactions 
in regard to the cipher-dispatches.’ I testified 
before that Committee that I never knew 
of the existence or contents of any of the 
cipher-disepatcbes until their publication in Sev- 
tember, 1878; and every witness examined and 
every fact elicited conurmd my testimony. It was 
further proved that, when I was informed by Mr. 
Edward Cooper that Col. Pelton was receiving, or 
was about to receive, the communication of the first 
of the offers, andthe only one that came to my 
knowledge, to give to the Democratic Electors 
their certtücates for a pecuniary inducement, I in- 
stantly interfered, droke up the conference, and 
croshed the incipient negotiations. 


This language is pretty strong. Mark the 
words, “1 testified that I never knew of the 
existence or contents of any of the cipber-dis- 
patches until their publication in September, 
1878.“ Let us see how this compares with the 
testimony before the Congress commitiee. I 
quote from the report of the Tribune of Feb. 6, 
1879. Mr. Ed Cooper, now Mayor of New 
York, testified as follows: 

Lea Mr. Pelton on the-evening before he left 
for Baltimore. He was in the hall of Gov. Tilden's 
house, just in the act of going to the cab to go to 
the train. He had his coat on his arm, and his hat 
on; his cab was at the door. He said he was going 
to Baltimore to meet Mr. Weed; that he might 
want to send for some money, and migut tele- 
pa. I don't recoliect precisely, but he must 

ave given me a paper with aubetitution words on 
it. Lgota telegram the next day, mainly in En- 


glish, out with some words which had to be substi- 


uted in it. In that telegram he wanted sent a 
large amount of money,—$60, 000 or $80,000. I 
was very much surprised to get that telegram. I 
went immediately to Gov. Tilden's house, and told 
him the fact. He at once said that Pelton must be 
sent for to come home immediately.” 

Aha! Then Mr. Tilden knew it immediately; 
knew that Pelton had gone to Baltimore on 
some mysterious errand, which could only be 
conveyed in ciphers,—“ substitution words,“ 
Mr. Cooper calls them,—a business which had 
such an ugly look that he must be immediately 
calied home. 

But we have better testimony yet. Out of his 
own mouth Mr. Tilden shail be answered. Here 
are a ſew. questions and answers from his sworn 
testimony before the committee of Congress in 
this city last winter. 1 quote from the revort 
of Feb. 9: 


Q. — Wh Pelton returned from Balti- 
more I suppose that you saw him immediately!“ 
A.—‘*I saw him the next day.“ 

Q.—‘** You learned from Mr. Cooper. and you 
could have learned from Col. Peiton, that he had 
been to Baltimore for the purpose of consummat- 
ing a plan for a purchase. by the action of the Can- 
vassing Board of South Carolina, which would in- 
sure the election of the Tilden Electors m that 
Strate?” A.— I did not hear that he consummated 
~ > arrangement; lonly heard that he received an 
offer.

Q.—‘** Did you understand from Mr. Cooper the 
sum of money which he stated?’ A.—‘*Yes,” 

Q.—‘** Do yon recollect the amount?” A.—‘‘T 
do not know thatido. I understood that he had 
gone ! here in order to receive or look into a proposi- 

on. 

. — “ Now, understanding that he had been in- 
discret enough to go to Baltimore to even look into 
a proposition for the sale of the Electoral certificate 
of that State, did you not think that you were 
called upon to ascertain his relations to tha Na-

COMMENTS ON THIS TESTIMONY. 


This shows the “ Roman virtue” of Tilden in 
resisting temptation. But what kind of * vir- 
tue“ does it show in Pelton? The testimony of 
Mr. Tilden here given shows that he was in- 
stantiv apprised of what Pelton was about; that 
he did not learn it afterwards, but knew it then, 
at the time, immediately on his return from 
Baitimore.

ENGLISH LAND QUESTION. 


A Matter of Life or Death to Great Britain 
-—The Farmer- Owner and the Farmer-Ten- 
ant— Estates Running in Extent from One 
Hundred Tnousand to Twelve Hundred 
Thousand Acres. 

New York Eventing Post. 

The English land question is compounded of 
law, politics, political economy, and social stat- 
ics. The problems which it presents in all these 
departments are at once intricate and weighty. 
Its interest penetrates thrpugh every part of 
the social structure of Britain, involving class 


privileges and the glory of noble families on the 


one hand and the rights of inaustry and the 
grievances of labor on the other. Its issues 
evter the domain of education, of morals, of re- 
ligion—it is, in fact, either directly or by its 
sequences, inwoven in the entire texture of the 
civil life of the United Kingdom; and it is not 
too much to say that, if the reforms urged by 
the Liberal party are carried through, they will 
effect the most important revolution of modern 
times. 

Wherefore, at first blush, the task of making 
a comprebensible statement of the problem 
within the scant space of a newspaper seems 
well-nigh hopeless. Yet if the reader will per- 
mit certain generalizatioys, subject to verifica- 
tion, and be content with! bare references on 


some points where clear. knowledge and settled 
opinions may be presumed already to exist, it 
may not be impossible to convey a sound under- 
standing of the main elements of the subject. 

It will be convenient to take as a starting- 
point that dominant and irrepressible fact which 
has given to the lund agitation its present fierce 
imp¢etus,—the fact, namely, that under Ameri- 
can competition the soil of England is becoming 
less and less able to respond to the demands 
that are laid upon it. Bee 

This fact is not as simple as some would make 
it appear. The task pressed upon the English 
agriculturist is not one of simple rivalry in the 
arts of husbanc ry. The notion curreut fn the 
rural nowspapers that the English troubles 15 
nify the triumph of Yankee drills and reapers 
flattering to American ingenuity, but if there is 
any approach to truth in tne recent statement of 
Mr. Sydney Smitb that an Engiish acre yields on 
an average thirty bushels agdinst the American’s 
fourteen [millions of acres this year yielded 
twenty-five to forty busbels per acre], it is 
obvious that the popular notion is wide of the 
mark. Indeed, it seems clear that the immedi- 
ate cause of disturbance is not situated on the 
land at all, but on the line of freight transit 
from the Western granaries to the British mar- 
ket. Grain elevators, Bessemer rails, com- 
pound marine engines,—ithese have been the 
directly effective causes; and their strength 
proceeds for the most part from English rather 
than from American energy. 

The real economic probiern may be thus ex- 
pressed. The American side in the competition 
presents three factors: (1) Working expenses: 
(2) maintenance of the farmer-owner; and (8) 
cost of transportation. The English side may 
be reduced to three factors also: (1) Wages, 
etc.; (2) maintenance of the farmer-tenant; 
and (3) rent. It is scarcely necessary to explain 
why the English are barred from the first two 
elements as sources of relief when prices go 
dow u. Hodge is already reduced to the 
verge of toleration, and the life of an English 
farmer, with bis tithes, and poor-rates, and gen- 
eral taxes, is anything but luxurious. The 
practical issue in the competition is cost 
of transportation against rent. We may 
go a steo further. it is obvious that 
there will de, in the long run. no backward 
movement in the cost of transportation. The 
constant drift will be ward a lightening of 
this burden on the American soil, Whence the 
American reasoner might reach the very simple 
couclusion: English land-rents must come 
down. But English ‘land-rents do not come 
down! On the contrary, they become stiffer 
and stiffer, until laborer and tenant are forced 
to chose betwixt beggary and emigration. 

What is the explation of this curious phenom- 
enon? How comes it that the economic laws of 
reut and competition do not operate to their 
usual results? A farmer, of course, cannot 
move as easily as a shopkeeper; yet why not 
move, despite the @ifficuities, rather than be 
ground into the dust? If Farmer A is unwill- 
ing to pay the rent demanded by Lord X, why 
not apply to Lord V or Lord Z? The response 
to this natural American question may be given 
in expressive American pbrase: the British 
landlords have a coruer iu land. 

John Stuart Mill guessed at the number of 
owners of land in the United Kingdom, and put 
it at 30,000. Mr. Bright adopted the surmise, 
and the estimate became a weapon in the Lio- 
eral armament. In 1872 the Earl of Derby, 
himself the possessor of a comfortable estate 
of more than 60,000 acres, moved in the House 
of Lords for land-returps,—since incorporated 
in what are known as the modern Domesday 
Book,’’—in order to disprove the “widest and 
most reckless exaggerations and misstate- 
ments,’’—meaning the assertions of the meek 
and conscientious Mill. The returns were ob- 
tained, and the “reckless statements of the 
reformers were duly disoroved. The number 
of owners was shown to be 1,173,724, and their 
holdings 72,119,961 “acres,—an average of some- 
thing more than sixty acres each. The 
reforms were crushed? Not at all. They 
analyzed the tables. They found that 
the astute compilers had entered as 
“owners of one acre or upward” all the 
multitude of persons possessing smal! building 
plots for houses or vilias. That is, every shop- 
keeper who had a Liliputian rural residence“ 
figured in the Domesday Books” as an owner 
of an “agricultural estate.“ They found also, 
that agricultural estates”? were credited to 
hosts of Ar trustees for the 
poor and the blind, church werdens, parish and 
public officers, etc.,—a mode of return which 
gave a very encouraging appearance to the ques- 
tion of “peasant proprietorship.“ ‘They found 
further that the returns were compiled by coun- 
ties, and that au owner holding land in more 
counties than one was duplicated according!y. 
For examples: the Duke of Devonshire made 
fourteen m himsclf; the Duke of Buccleuch 
became twelve; Lord Overstone was multiplied 
to eleven. They found, finally, that the com- 
mission, after beginning its work, received in- 
struction from the House of Lords to confer the 
dignity of“ owners upon all who hold land 
under leases for terms exceeding ninety-nine 
years. This seems the most extraordinary feat- 
ure in the compilation, since the tenure by lease 
is the objective point of the iand-reformers’ at- 
tack. No, the Liberals were notcrushed. They 
first proved the Domesday Books completely 
misleading, so far as they were intended to 
show the number of land-owners, and then 
they drew from them fresh weapons in the shape 
of facts about the great estates. 

Woods, 
waste lands, and commons were omitted, albeit 
great tracts of barren “ soil have been made 
such for the pleasure of noble sportsmen.

Why do they not reduce the rents? And, again, 
the question is not sosimple as to an American 
it might appear. A princely domain in the 
United Kingdom is not always what it seems.

ISTHMUS-CANAL ROUTES. 


The American Society of Civil Engineers 


Discussing Them, 
New York Times. 

A special meeting of the American Society of 
Civit Engineers was held last evening at the 
rooms of the Society in East Twentieth street, 
to discuss the various plans for an interoceanic 
canal across the Isthmus of Panama. Mr. T. C. 
Clark presided, and Mr. F. Kelly was requested 
to relate the results of his ace. Make of the 


Isthmus during the past twenty years. Mr. 
Kelly said that be first began to devote his time 
to a study of the canal in 1851, and had sent out 
engineers at his own cost. He favored the 
Atrato Truando route, and had always insisted 
upon a canal witbout locks or dams, baving 
been assured by ship-owpers, insurance men, 
and ship-captains that iocks and dams would be 
a great objection. The cost of the canal 
proposed by him would be about 8180. 
000,000. It would be a still-water canal 28 feet 
deep, 120 feet wide at the bottom and 
125 feet wide at the surface. The tunnel 
through the mountain would be eighty feet 
wide, allowing the passage of only one ship ata 
time or 200 shivs in twenty-four hours. Mr. 8. 
F. Shelbourne said he did not believe in the 
Tebuantepec route advocated by Mr. De Garay, 
but agreed with Mr. Kelly that a sea-level! canal 
was the most practicable. As to the tunnel 
through the mountain, he had treated it more 
heroicaliy than Mr. Kelly had done. He showed 
a drawing of the proposed tunnel, which in 
vertical section was shaped like a Minnie bullet, 
100 feet wide at the bottom and 168 feet high 
from the bottom to the crown ofthe arch, or 
large enough to pass tbe largest vessels now 
afioat. He thought that such a tunnel would 
be perfectly safe; but if necessary it could be 
supported by iron abutments on the inside. 
The whole amount of excavation for this tun- 
nel by the San Blas route would be a little 
more than 18,000,000 cubic yards, and the cost 
of the canal at the highest estimate, includ- 
ing the tunnel and the open cut work, $60,- 


Gen. Wright, of Philadelphia, said that he had 
studied carefully the various routes proposed 
for a canal across the isthmus, and that be had 
come to the conclusion that the Panama route 
was by all means the most practicable. 

The ship — as proposed by Capt. Eads 
was then discussed. Mr. Kelly said that there 
would be vo difficulty about building such a 
railway,—it would be merely a matter of dallars 
and cents; but it might be difficult to select a 
route with the proper grades. 

Mr. Clark agreed with Mr. Kelly that a ship 
railway was perfectly feagibie, and thought the 
suggestion of Admiral Ammen that the whole 
question be referred to a touvention of Ameri- 
can engineers was a good one. 

A resolution appointing a committee of three 
engineers to study the various routes will 
probably be offered at the next regular meeting 
of the Society.

DISTRESS IN ENGLAND. 


A Report by Consal King from Birmingham. 

Wasnincoton, D, C., Sept. 26.—Mr. Wilson 
King, United States Consul at Birmingham, 
England, in a dispatch to the Department of 
State reviewing at some jength the condition of 
the laboring people of that country, says, that, 
while the United States has come to better 
times, in England the distress is even greater 
than before. A strike of 10,000 nail-makers 
against a reg@pction of 10 per cent in wages has 
been begun, and must entail) great suffering 
during the coming winter. Miners are working 
at wages affording only bread and water fer 
sustenance. Other illustrations of the terrible 
distress prevailing are given. 

It is not only the manufacturing classes who 
are now suffering, but the agricultural. Farmers 
cannot vay their rents, which have been greatly 
reduced, and the landlords are serving notices 
on their tenants to quit. Thie is producing 
great indignation as well as distress, especially 
among those who were born on the farms. 

Emigration is held to be the only permanent 
relief. The British Colonies in America are tak- 
ing advantage of this, and are sending agents 
to England to induce the surplus population to 
emigrate to Canada. This surplus, just now, 
embraces very valuable elements. ‘lhe question 
is asked why the United States should not en- 
gage in this work. As Elibu Burritt said fire 
years ago, 1.000 English farmers could find good 
farms in New England slone. There are many 
of these unemployed farmers who have small 
capitals. A little encouragement would induce 
them to plant themselves in the United States.

GERMAN METHODISTS. 


The Chicago German Conference resumed its 
work yesterday morning in the Maxwell Street 


Church, near Newberry avenue, Bishop Andrews 
presiding. 
The Chicago preachers’ meeting adjourned, 


and in a body entered the Convention, led by 
Dr. Willing, the Presiding Eider of the Dis- 
trict, who delivered a short address to the Ger- 
man brethren in convention, and was followed 


by Dr. Boring, Dr. Hatfield, and Dr. Thomas. 


The Secretary, the Rev. C. A. Loeber, read a 


congratulatory address, or resolution, and 
moved its adoption. 

It was adopted by the Convention, and was as 
follows: 

Resolved, That we take pleasure in greeting as 
many of the members of the Chicago preachers’ 
meeting in this our annua) Conference, and that 
the sentiments expressed by Drs. Willing, Boring, 
Hatfield, and Thomas are our sentiments, and we 
will ever cherish a warm feeling toward our 
brethren.and we hope to see that the time will 
come when the German brethren will be closer 
united with our English-speaking brethren, as this 
has been the case heretofore. 

The reports of the various committees, which 
were read in the German language, were re- 
ceived, considered, and adopted. 

The Commiteee on the Tract Cause reported 
that the contributions to this department dur- 
ing the past year amounted to $79.45. 


The Committee on Traveling Expenses re-. 


ported that $244 had been contributed by the 
aifferent districts to pay the expenses of dele- 
gates to this Conference. About $120 of this 
sum remained unexpended. On motion, this 
was turned over tothe Presiding Elder, to be 
donated to the missionary cause, 

The Committee on Church Work reported that 
the receipts from the Chicago District were 

2,383; from the Milwaukee District, $2,528 ; and 
from the Fond du Lac District, $562. The fol- 
lowing churches had been aided trom this fund: 
Clybourn Avenue, Portland Avenue, and Em- 
anuel Mission Church, of Chicago, and some 
other societies. 

A number of resolutions were read by the 
Secretary thanking Bishop Andrews for bis at- 
tentive services and kindness; also Bishop Mer- 
rill, and other church officers and preachers; 
thanks to the Rev. C. A. Loeber for hospitality 
during the Conference, and to the Secretary for 
his services. ‘The resolutions were all adopted. 

On motion, it was agreed that Bishop Merrill 
should make a closing prayer, after which the 
Conference should adjourn sine die. 

Bishop Andrews delivered a brief address in 
closing, congratulating the Conference upon the 
harmony which bad orevailed throughout the 
session, and upon the results which had been 
accom plished.

METHODIST MISSIONS, 

The Rev. W. C. Willing, D. D., submitted a 
report of the condition and progress of the city 
missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church to 
the Chicago District Conference, which con- 
vened in this city last week. According to this 
report, the missions are nearly all in a flourish- 
ing condition. The report gives the following 
facts concerning this subje@t, which are worthy 
of note: 

A mission was organized June 8 on Thirty- 
fifth street, near Halsted. The first Sabbath- 
school nambered fifty, and a hearty interest was 
manifested. A vacant church has been rented, 
and it is hoped the locality will be bevefited. 

The Fullerton Avenue Mission, located at No. 
151 Fullerton avenue, is reported to be gaining 
ground. Mrs. James F. Lindsay, the Superin- 
tendent of the Sunday-school, has a general 
oversight. The Polk Street Mission has been 
turned over to St. Paul Church. 

The Dixon Street Church, near North avenue, 
was organized in 1867, with sixteen members. 
There is at presenta membership of seventy- 
eight, and a church property valued at $2.500. 
A debt of $600 has been paid. The Sunday- 
school bas 186 members. The church is self- 
supporting, and pays ite pastor about $300. 

Asbury Chapel, on Kossuth street, North 
Side, has at present a full membership of forty, 
and its church 2 is valued at 82.000. 
all paid for. The Sunday-school numbers 160 
members. A Sunday-school library bas been 

urchased at a cost of $200. The pastor has 
been paid abont $3 per weck. 

The Milwarkee Avenue Mission, No. 926 Mul- 
waukee avenue, Was commenced in January, 
and in Abril an organization was effected with 
twelve members. The Sunday-school has an 
average of ninety members. 

Jacksou Street Mission, located on Jackson 
street. near Sacramento avenue, bas a member- 
shipjof thirty-seven, and about 100in the Sun- 
day-échool. 

Emmanuel Mission, located at the corner of 
Paulina and Harrison streets, was inaugurated 
on Watch-night, 1877, with thirty-eight mem- 
bers, and has now a membership of 140, includ- 
ing probationers. The Sunday-school has 130 
mem bers. 

The Lincoln Street Mission was organized 
into a Methodist church April 21, 1878, with 
thirty-seven members. It has now a membership 
of fifty-three. The Sunday-school bas an aver- 
age attendance of 173. The church property is 
valued at $2,500, with an indebtedness of 
The mission is in a hopeful condition. 

The Northwest Mission, located near Milwau- 
kee ayenue, on Church street, has recently been 
described in the columns of this journal. It 
has a church property valued at over $3,000, the 
securing of which is mainly due to the Rev. J. 
M. Wheaton, the pastor. 

Dr. Willing concludes his report by sa 
that over 1,000 scholars bave been gathe 
into the fold of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
by means of these missions. About 400 aem- 
bers have been added to the Church, and $14,- 
500 worth of church property has been secured, 


THE PRESBYTERIANS.
